WASHENGTON, July 10.—Trench 
warfare devices of many types were 
demonstrated tonight before a big 
gathering of War Department of- 
ficials, army officers and members of 
Congress as guests of the trench 
warfare section of the Ordnance 
Bureau. 

The demonstration was held on a 
rifle range in a secluded valley near 
the capital A feature of the display 
was the dropping of actual bombs 
from an airplane equipped with 
Liberty motors, now being produced 
in quantity for the use of American 
aviators in France. 

From sandbagged trenches of- 
fensive and defensive hand grenades 
and rifle grenades were fired by sal- 
vos and in barrage. A row of figure 
targets, representing a charging line, 
was battered to pieces in a hail of 
grenades showered over a ten-foot 
embankment. The firing party also 
demonstrated flAame throwe®rs, gas 
grenades and smoke bombs. 

The valley was repeatedly bathed 
in brilliant light from parachute 
flares carried up in rockets, to hang 
suspended for several minutes. Ev- 
ery man on the range stood out dis- 
tinctly in the glare intended to re- 
veal a creeping enemy patrol. More 
than 150 trench warfare devices 
were exhibited.

KuehImann’s Probable Successor Friend 
of Chinese Bandits and Spies.

ONDON, July 10.—The Chren- 
icle, dealing with the career of 

Admiral Von Hintze, who is 
mentioned as the probable succes- 
sor to Kueh!imann, says Hintze is 
perhaps the most notorious intriguer 
in the German diplomatic service. 
China has been the scene of much 
of his activity, and there he hob- 
nobbed, not only with the Ger- 
manophile mandarins, but alsc with 
the robber bands and spies. 

So scandalous indeed was his be- 
havior that he was recalled for a 
while, and at the outbreak of the 
war he was in Mexico. In the guise 
of an Englishman, he managed to 
return to Germany by way of the 
United States, England and Hol- 
jand, and in 1915 was sent back to 
China as Minister. 

He traveled once more by the way 
of America, and, despite the close 
watch fcr him which was kept by 
the Japanese, he managed to get 
across the Pacific as a@ supercargo 
in a Scandanavian tramp steamer. 

TERMS KUEHLMANN WEAK.

PARIS, July 10.—Commenting on 
the fall of Dr. Richard Von Kvehl- 
mann, the German Foreign Minis- 
ter, the Temps says it would be do- 
ing him too much honor if anyone 
tried to find out what policy he 
wanted to fcllow. The newspaper 
says that he had no policy and was 
possessed of: the ambition only of 
doing all kinds of work to the last. 
It is pointed out that his fall is of 
significance in Germany's internal 
affairs, his fortunes being closely as- 
sociated with Count ven Hertling, 
the Imperial Chancellor.

REPORT FROM SIBERIA. 

The first definite news of an 
armed body of German and Hun-

tained in a report received at the 
State Department from the United 
States Consul at Viadivostok, tell- 
ing of the capture by Czecho-Slovak 
forces of 600 prifoners and the town 
of Nikolsk. about eighty miles 
northwest of Viadivostok. 

The Czecho-Slovaks lost forty 
killed and 200 wounded. They were 
opposed by a large force of Bolshe- 
viki Red Guards and armed Ger- 
man and Hungarian prisoners. The 
defeated Red Guards and prisoners 
took armored trains and retreated 
toward WHaborzsk, on the Amur 
River, filling eight trains. They took 
alt the rolling stock at Nikolsk, and 
did some damage to the roadbed. 

PEOPLE FRIENDLY. 

The population of Nikolsk were 
reported friendly to the Czecho- 
Slovaks and aided in repairing the 
road. The prisoners taken are being 
held and examined in an effort to 
learn where they got their arms. 

The Consul reported that the Bol- 
@heviki hanged several members of 
the Nikolsk city administration and 
a number of railway employees. 

Mme. Marie Botchkarova, colonel 
in the Russian army and former 
commander of the famous woman 
Battalion of Death, discussed Rus- 
sian auestions with President Wil- 
son today.

£0 no question is involved in the 
Arctic phase of intervention as to 
what the desire of the native popula- 
tion may be.

REGIME OF BRUTALITY. 

“If the Brest-Litovsk treaty had 
been recognized by the Russian pe>- 
ple,” he says, “or even if Germany 
had respected the terms of that 
treaty, the killing of Mirbach would 
have been difficult to justify. But 
instead, Germany imposes a regime 
of brutality. In the assassination, 
violence responds to violence, and 
that is in order.

I Interpret 
the assassination as proof that there 
are in Russia strong men, deter- 
mined to save the country from 
German domination and to save the 
revolution.

Russia ie acting and now the Al- 
lies should act with her. 

“The consequences of the assas- 
sination are easy to foresee. The 
Germans will more aggressively and 
openly push for domination. Oc- 
eupation of Moscow and Petrograd 
may come. All that is possible, but 
Germany will lose herself in the im- 
mensity of Russia, as Napoleon did.

SOVIETS NOT BLAMED.

LONDON, July @.—The German 
government does not intend to hold 
the Soviet government responsible 
for the death of Count von Mirbach, 
the German Ambassador, according 
to a semi-official announcement from 
Berlin transmitted to the Exchange

AMSTERDAM, July 10.—A dec- 
laration that the Soviet government 
of Russia would ally itself with Ger- 
many in case of Anzglo-Japanese in- 
tervention in Russia is contained in 
a Moscow wireless message printed 
in the Vienna Neue Frete Presse, ac- 
cording to an undated message to 
the Berlin Lokal Anzeiger. The 
Vienna newspaper quotes the con- 
cluding sentence of the dispatch as 
follows: 

“If the Japanese and English 
should occupy Russian territory the 
Soviet government would immediate- 
ly join Germany.” 

Simultaneously with the establish- 
ment of the White Sea republic, ac- 
cording to advices from Moscow, an- 
other state was created in the north 
of Russia under the name of the 
Wologdaczhe republic.

Publication of Protest Held 
Hint by Carranza. — 


Firm Stand not Modified by 
Offer of Friendship. 


Fletcher’s Position Upheld by 
_ State Department. 


[NEw YORK CORRESPONDENC®. 

WASHINGTON, June 30.—Publii- 
cation of Ambassador Fletcher's 
note. to Mexico protesting against 
confiscatory taxes being levied 
against oil lands owned by Ameri- 
cans is considered a direct warning 
to that country that President W1il- 
son’s expressions of friendship is 
not a modification of the previous 
stand. 

The note of iast 
April stated:,; “It becomes the func- 
tion of the government of the United 
States most parnestly and respect- 
fully to call, the attention of the 
Mexican government to the neces- 
sity which may arise to impel it to 
protect the property of its citizens” 
in Mexico divested or injuriously af- 
fected by the decree above cited.”

LAWS OF MEXICO. 


The Mexican mining law of 1892 
provides that certain mineral sub- 
stances require concession before 
they may be worked. Petroleum is 
not named, but in the following ar- 
ticle it is provided that “the owner 
of the land may freely work, with- 
out a special concession in any case 
whichever,” certain substances, in- 
cluding “mineral fuels, oils.” An- 
other article provides that “all min- 
ing property legally acquired and 
such as hereafter may be acquired 
in pursuance of this law shall be 
irrevocable and perpetual, so long 
as the Federal property tax is paid.” 

The rights of private ownership 
in petroleum are also recognhized in 
the Mexican mining law, which be- 
came effective on January 1, 19190. 
Petroleum is not named in the sub- 
surface substances owned directly 
by the nation, but it is provided that 
“deposits of mineral fuels of what- 
ever form or variety” are “the ex- 
clusive property of the owner of the 
soll.” A law of June 8, 1887, pro- 
vides that mines of petroleum “shall 
be exempt from all Federal, local 
and mun cipal tax, except the stamp 
tax.’ 

These laws and the exclusion of 
petroleum from subsurface minerais 
reserved to the Crown under the old 
Spanish grants are held to substan- 
tiate the contention of the United 
States. government that its citizens 
cannot be deprived justifiably of the 
rights acquired by them to deposits 
of petroleum in lends which they 
hold in Mexico.

LONDON, July 10.—The people of 
the United States by self-imposed 
food restrictions have aided greatly 
in maintaining the food supplies of 
the Buropéan Allies. Sir William A. 
M. Goode, liaison officer of the Food 
Ministry with the American Food 
Administration, gave striking figures 
in an address today before the Con- 
sumers' Council. 
From July, 1917, to April, 1918, 
the United States exported to the 
Allies 80,000,000 bushels of wheat 
products, said Sir William. It was 
calculated by Herbert Hoover, Amer- 
ican Food Administrator, that 569,- 
900,000 of this represented the voil- 
untary sacrifice of the American 
people. 
American exports of pork prod- 
ucts to the Allies In March. 1918, 
were 308,000,000 pounds. This was 
accomplished by porkless days and 
ceaseless hog production in the Unit- 
ed States. 
In January, Sir William continued, 
the Allies asked Mr. Hoover for 
76,000,000 pounds of frozen beef 
monthiyv for three months. In 
March %6,0060,000 pounds of frozen 
beef were shipped.

The temporary injunction ts continued in force till further 
action by the court.

Employers have the right to conduct their business as an open 
shop, without interference from labor unions and without consulting 
their employees. 

By years of adherence to an open-shop policy, clearly understood 
and tacitly subscribed to by all employees, the Pacific Electric has 
established a legal right to protection in that policy and a legal right 
to resist interference therewith. 

Employees have a right to strike (leave their employment,) but 
no third parties (the brotherhoods) have a right to instigate a strike. 
The only purpose of the brotherhoods is to unionize the railway com- 
pany and force recognition of themselves.

HE Emergency Fleet Corpora- 


M. Schwab, its directcr-gen- 
eral, left for San Francisco last 
night at 8 o'clock, well pleased at 
the success which ts crowning the 
efforts of Southern California to do 
its part in the task of building a 
bridge of ships ecross the Atlantic. 

Mr. <chwab’s final word was that 
the shipbuilders of Los Angeles, 
Long Beach and San Diego may 
have eentracts for just as many steel 
and wooden vessels as they can 
build, not only this year, but next 
year, and until the shipbuilding pro- 
gramme is completed. 

No new shipyards will be author- 
ized in the Los Angeles district this 
}vyear, Mr. Schwab says. The policy 
of the Emergency Fleet Corporation 
is to raise the present yards to the 
highest degree of efficiency, rather 
than waste man power and material 
in doing the preliminary werk neces- 
sary in the establishment of new 
yards, 

“We have authorized two new 
ways for the plant of the Southwest- 
ern Shipbuilding Company at Los 
Angeles Harbor. That gives the Los 
Angeles district sixteen ways, which 
should turn out sixty-four $800-ton 
vessels during the next twelve 
months,” said the director-general. 
“This will be a man-size job for Lce 
Angeles and Long Beach, but if it 
can be accomplished with time and 
materials to spare, we stand ready 
to award new contracts as fast as 
they can be handied. I have already 
promised Los Angeles shipbuilders 
some new orders, but I'm not pre- 
pared to make them known just 
now, for they have not yet been fig- 
ured out.”

You 
must realize, however, that some of 
the long-established shipyards are 
mighty strong competition, and 
you'll have to keep moving rapidly 
to maintain the pace.

N LINE with the movement instituted by the Association for Betterment of Public Service for 
economy in State government by the elimination of useless commissions, Mayor Woodman am 
nounced yesterday that he will today present to the Chamber of Commerce a plan to abolish every 
‘| commission in Los Angeles, supplanting each with one person who will be known as a department 
head. The Mayor believes that, until such a plan is adopted by the State as well, the desired re- 
sults will not be obtained. He stated that he is unqualifiedly in sympathy with the aims of the 
newly-organized Association for Betterment of Public Service. 


the elimination of a number of 
salaried positions. For 

there are three persons now draw- 
ing salaries as members of the 
Board of Public Works. That depart- 
ment would be under one head and 
but one salary would be paid. 

“Business corporations that 
successful never have too many 
dosses. They place the responsibility 
upon one person, and the same pol- 
icy should be adopted by the mu- 
nicipality. In addition to eliminating 
some salaried jobs, this plan unques- 
tionably would result in better effi- 
ciency. With better efficiency the 
city would save a large amount of 
money. 

“As to the State commissions, Tf 
would follow the same plan. Every- 
body working for the State draws 
a big salary. Some of the commis- 
sions have three, four and five mem- 
bers. I have not gone into the fig- 
ures, but I am satisfied that the 
State could eliminate enough seft 
commission jobs to save the 
many thousands of dollars. 

“Economy should be the watch- 
word of both city 
the plan propgsed by leading busi- 
ness men to organize and get behind 
legislative candidates who will fight 
for economy and the elimination -of 
useless commissions is worthy: 
commendation.” 

Mayor Woodman was asked if 
it is possible to further curtail the 
budget for the present fiscal year. 
He said he has bent in close touch 
with the Council and is of the opin- 
jon that it has cut the various esti- 
mates down to the marrow. — 

“It requires a certain amount of 
money to operate the city govern- 
ment,” the Mayor said. “There are 
many expenses which are necessary 
and I believe the Council has used 
its best judgment in making the al- 
lotments. When we take into con- 
sideration the fact that Los Angeles 
salls smoothly. along with a budget 
half the size of that adopted an- 
nually in San Francisco we aré not 
to be criticised very much. The only 
Plan I know of for reducing city ex- 
penses is to get better efficiency and 
that may be done by eliminating 
commissions and supplanting them 
with departmental heads.”

TO GET ALLOTMENTS. 


NAMES TO TREASURY 
DEPARTMENT. | 


fare Commission, on request of the 
Commissioner of War Risk, has tele- 
graphed approximately 200 names 
of wives of dependents and mailed 
approximately 600 names of other 
Gependents who have failed to re- 
ceive their allotment and allow- 
ances. The allotments and allow- 
ances will have speedy settlement, it 
is stated. 

The Treasury Department is anx- 
fous to adjust all of these cases, and 
the delay in doing so has been due 
to improper addresses and names 
which confused the department's 
records. Important changes, which 
became effective July 1, have been 
made as follows: 

After July 1 every enlisted man 
in the military or naval service, re- 
gardiess of rank or pay. must make 
the same compulsory allotment to 
his wife and children—$15 a month. 
To this allotment the government 
willl add a monthly allowance rang- 
ing from $5 a month for a mother- 
less child and 816 for a wife with- 
out children up to a maximum of 
$60. 

In af@ttion, the enlisted man, if 
he desires government allowances 
for his dependent parents, grand- 
parents, grandchildren, brothers, and 
sisters, may make voluntary allot- 
ments to them fixed by the new 
amendments at $5 a* month, where 
}allotment is made to a wife and chil- 
dren and $15 Where no such allot- 
ment is made. 
Beginning with July pay, the Bu- 
reau of War Risk Insurance 
handle allotments only to support 
family allowances—and then only 
in the amounts required by law to 
support such allowances. The ex- 
cem allotments and allotments to 
persons not entitled to allowances

Local Mam Appointed on Wer

— W. Louis Goes to Meet 
Regional Chairman. 


Appointed a vice-chairman for 
| California of the War Service Com- 
mittee of the garment industry, an 
| organization of garment makers that 
j}has been formed to aid in winning 
\the war. Henry W. Louis of the 
Brownstein-Louis Company, garment 
manufacturers of this city, left last 
evening for San Francisco, where he 
will confer with & E. Davis, vice- 
ehairman for the northern city, The 
two will work under Frederick J. 
Koster, regional! chairman. 

By the appointment of the Call- 
fornia vice-chairmen, Mr. Louis be- 
lieves that a considerable amount 
ef government garment contracts 
may come to Los Angeles, which 
heretofore have been awarded to 
firms elsewhere. The War Service 
Committee of the garment industry, 
he stated, represents all the manu- 
facturers of cotton goods, garments, 
shirte, mackinaws and army wuni- 
forms, and hag been authorized by 
the Quartermaster-Geners! of the 
army. It is vested with the power 
of letting contracts and of reguiating 
the materials supplied from the 
mills. This is considered important, 
Mr. Louis said, at hitherto 
the government has taken no 
concerted action In placing orders 
for garments. Contracts have been 
let to a number of individuals, the 
result being not wholly satisfactory. 

Under the new system all such 
data will pass through the hands 
of the committee, which wiil in- 
sure the government better results. 
Tab will be kept on the munufactur- 
ers, and a qu nnaire hase been 
sent to every one in the industry Te- 
questing data on the number of 
machines in use bv each establish- 
ment, the amount of goods produced, 
and the capacity of the plant. 

“My interest in the new wor 
stated Mr. Louis, “aside from joing 
what I can to help the government 
in the war, is to aid in bringing all 
possibie business to Los Angeles 
manufacturers. My company will 
not figure any more prominently in 
government orders than it has fig- 
ured heretofore. There te more than 
enough work for everybody, 

“The commission, which is com- 
posegd of Galbraith Miller, Jr., of 
Milwaukee; Arthur T. Devenport, 
New York; Ralph Hunter, Troy, N.

R. SCHWAB'S VISIT. 

If Mr. Schwab had done nothing else 
but make his talks to the workers fm our 
shipyards, his visit to the Pacific Coast 
would have been well worth while. Of 
course he did a great deal more than this. 
He has acquainted himself with a mul- 
titudinous number of business details and 
made all necessary arrangements for the 
expeditious handling of this important 
branch of the government's war enterprise. 
What the great administrator doesn't know 
by this time about the way the shipyards of 
the Pacific Coast are managed would prob- 
ably have no value even for the Kaiser's 


_keenest spy. And every piece of informa — 


tion that Mr. Schwab has digested will be 
made to produce regults. 

But as a means for speeding up the work 
of turning out vessels to build that bridge 
of boats to Gen. Pershing, the hand-to-hand 
and heart-to-heart talks between “Charlie” 


Schwab and his comrades and coworkers in 


the Pacific Coast shipbuilding industry will 
have, perhaps, the most far-reaching and 
lasting effects of his visit. That is at once 


the pride and the ability of this great Amer- . 


ican; he is the “good pal,” the companion-in- 
toil of the humblest laborer that his direct- 
ing brain employs. 

During his short visit to our city and har- 
bor we had as good an example as could be 
furnished of the difference between demo- 
cratic and autocratic efficiency. Charlie 
Schwab, by the democratic method of treat- 


ing all men as born free and equal will get: 


results that the Kaiser with his arrogant 
pretensions, backed by cast iron discipline, 
will néver be able to obtain. It was a case 
of the rule of friendship against the rule of 
fear—another illustration of why the Amer- 
ican shipbuilding programme is beating the 
German submarine. 

For Mr. Schwab did not speak down to the 
thousands of men he addressed in our Pa- 
cific shipyards. His language was @uch as 
they would use to one another, while he put 
a substance behind the words that only a 
man of his successes and experiences is able 
to supply. Rather, he spoke up to them. He 
filled them with the enthusiasm that has car- 
ried him up to his present position. Some- 
how he left the impression on each individ- 
ual worker that his particular job was of 
prime importance in the great general task 
of licking the Kaiser. And so he inspired 
them, one and al!, to that loyalty in service, 
without which the noblest of causes may be 
ultimately defeated. 

Mr. Schwab started life from the same po- 
sition in which he found the crowds of work- 
ers Who Were stirred by his strong but sim- 
ple words. Thus he has left behind him an 
“esprit de corps” that promises well for the 
shipbuilding of the Pacific Coast and bodes 
i for sea sharks of the Kaiser. And in 
speaking of the Potsdam bully, Schwab 
ranged himself with the shipwrights and 
riveters and laborers around him by the 
comprehensive deciaration, “No decent 
American citizen wants to associate with 
that yellow cur.” There is no doubt as to 
the decent citizenship of our shipbullders, 
nor any q tion from this time on as to 
thetr determination to lick the Kaiser. 

In this colossal task of ensuring Allied 
victory through the full marshaling of Amer- 
ican sea power, the name of Mr. Charles M. 
Schwab fills a leading place. On the long 
pay roll of the shipbuilding companies of the 
United States Charlie Schwab's name ap- 
pears at the bottom of the list. So he could 
meet every worker on equal terms. being 
the highest placed and lowest paid employee 
in the sea service of Uncle Sam. That was 
what the President meant in “making the 
world safe for democracy.” Such men as 
the head of the Shipping Board are the rich- 
est assets a country can possess. You could 
not possibly find half a dozen of them in 
the whole world. As one of his business as- 
sociates said of him when he accepted his 
present onerous post of honor: “You can 
vote appropriation bills and big bond issues, 
but you can’t vote a Schwab.” 


O NEXT? 

The prosecution by the United 
States government of the New York Mail 
and Express for having sold out to the 
Kaiser for $1,300,000 of the celebrated Bolo 
Pasha fund is a revelation that will open 
the eyés of many a Doubting Thomas. This 
jis only one of the sheets that German money 
bought. Who will be the next of Bolo 
Pasha’s friends and associates and paid 
propagandists in this country to feel the 
heavy hand of Uncle Sam? Smoke the trai- 
tors out! Somebody got a three-million- 
doliar slice. | 


MERICA’S FUTURE SEA POWER. 

Every day accumulates evidence that 
there is more good than bad, more gain 
than loss, coming eventually to al! the de- 
serving peoples of the earth out of the pres- 
ent war. As a generality this, indeed, is a 
trite truism—for from the spiritual, moral 
and mental viewpoint the theme has been 
exhaustively discussed. But in its applica- 
tion to specific cases it is full of public 
interest and instruction. 


To no specific instance does this general 
truth apply so convincingly as to the mighty 
shipbuilding industry that the last twelve 
months have seen attain magnificent pro- 
portions on both the Atlantic and the Pa- 
cific seaboards of the United States. Amer- 
icans have parented many industrial rec- 
ords from the combination of American cap- 
ital and American labor, due to the fertility 
in invention and capacity in workmanship 
developed under our free institutions and 
But never have 
our workers in the past, in their supremest 
successes, equalled the extraordinary prog- 
ress made by the loyal and patriotic build- 
ers of American ships since the truth was 
driven home that relief and assistance had 
to be immediately carried across the ocean 
to the nations in distress, from the shops 
and ways of American shipyards. Masters 
and men alike have earned an equal share 
in the praise. 

But without the incentive supplied by the 
necessity of war any expectancy of this 
country speedily becoming a first-class sea 
power would have remained the far off 
vision it has been for the last hundred 
years. The academic discussions, the urs- 
ings and preachings and hamoierings at 
inert public opinion, the warnings of states- 
men, the plea of the business man not to 
leave the ocean-carrying of American goods 
at the mercy of foreign competitors, even 
the actual knowledge that England was 
reaping power and profit and prestige from

And after that far more fateful date 
when the Kaiser’s government shall accept 
terms of world peace drawn up by. the 
master hand of President Wilson, the Stars 
and Stripes will be found floating over 
thousands of home-built merchant Vessels 
bound from Atlantic and Pacific ports to 
all the harbors of all the countries tn the 


world. 


Among the manifold changes that will be 


brought about as a direct consequence of 


‘the war, none will be more vital to the peo- 
ple of the Pacific Coast than this sudden 
acquisition of sea power. The war has 
made both a soldier and a sailor of Uncle 
Sam—his soldiering may end when Berlin 
capitulates, but his sailoring wil! only cease 
in that/far off era when al? travel and trans- 


portation have been transferred to the... 


And 
even for that more distant prospect the 
present war has caused Uncle Sam to make 
ample preparations.

| PROUD VIRTUES AND OPPRESSED CONSCIENCES |

HIS amazing awakening of the 
naticnal conscience, these lofty 

stirrings of patriotism and 
service are exalting. But it is 80 
much easier to assume a virtue than 
practise it with the thoroughness we 
would wish to be credited with. Few 
politicians could live up to their 
clatms of virtue, or few voters for 
that matter. Wedo manage to make 
a little virtue go a@ very icng way. 
Just as one decent deed of mercy, 
one successfully-delivered patriotic 
speech, one afternoon a week at Red 


Cross work, a passably-respected 
food pledge, a few dollars for war 
relief, a -small investment in Lib- 
erty Bonds, the adoption of cne 
French orphan, can comfortably es-. 
tablish. a reputation for fine patriot- 
ism and national ‘service, so all 
through life we are apt to spread a 
very little nighteousness over a very 
wide area and dose ovr perscral 
consciences with soothing narcotics. 

We dea! in large words these days: 
we love to talk of servme humanity, 
for instance, but many a self-exalt- 
ed hero or heroine who has dedi- 
cated service to humanity at large 
can be quite ruthlessly unsympa- 
thetic with the tribulations and smal! 
misdemeanors cf the family next 
door. Many a man who confidentls 
feels he could run a State or a city 
makes a chaotic mess of his ' own 
affairs. And woman who 
is prepared to take alii childhood 
under her wing, avhose heart waxes 
emotional at the secrrows of the 
many, can be peculiarly unsatisfac- 


We stand quite willing to save 
the country, to uplift the masses, 
and, oh, certainly, to fight evil in 
the aggregate, as a nice official of 
a committee, as a public speaker, or 
a club president; but,.like that good 
fellow whe adores his reputation for 
hospitable generosity, we can be 
very unpleasant to live with at home, 


Funny thing, conscience. For all 
its boasted power, its influence is 
very weak and specious. We keep 
our consctences, like the rabbits in 
the hutch at the bottom of the gar- 
den, as soft, furry pets whose ex- 
istence is sacrificed without a pang 
when the cccasion seems ripe. But 
we are proud of the possession of 
the dear little things, take the vis- 
itors down to look at ‘em occasion- 
ally, and we would not omit to feed 
therm for the world, sec long as they 
are alive. Still, we don’t take them 
down town with us, or even allow 
their existence to bother us for ‘a 
moment. All the same, we fondly 
confide in our friends that we ‘keep 
rabbits,” and gain a pleasantly-do- 
mesticated reputation thereby. Some 
people's consciences reach the status 
of productive chickens, who vouch- 
safe at least occasional eggs. Or 
some even rise to the equivalent dig- 
nity of watch dogs—a nice thing to

jand, 


have around the house. We take a 


great pride in the pedigreed watch- 
dog conscience, and often brag 
about what he did te some improper 
intruder. But if ever he turns on 
ourselves—the lethal chamber for 
him. He must be a dangerous 
rabies subject. 

Yes, the fact is we have our con- 
sciences in very pleasant subjection. 
We would not be without one for 
the world. We rarely ili-treat our 
consciences, just as the matron of 
an crphan institution once informed 
me that she never ili-treated the 
little inmates, but that is the most 
they can. hope from us. We have 
them thoroughiy well-disciplined, 
and when, by some unlucky chance, 
like those orphans, they break some 
of our useful rules, we administer 
a little corrective punishment and 
remind them that consciences should 
be seen but not heard. 

My own conscience gets very in- 
tractable sometimes. I suspect it of 
intriguing against me. I can defy it 
and subdue it, punish it, starve it, 
but. I ean't deceive it. Mine is 
one of those nagging consciences 
that is always reminding me it has 
sacrificed its life for me. When I 
have written a nice high-principled 
article, for instance, pointing out 
it de- 
velops @ mean sarcastic sense -of 
humor and jeers at me for days. I 
cordially despise the puny thing. 
with its still small voice, its petty 
irritations, its imeffectual tmpctence: 
but JI love to trot itt out on state 
oecasions and do it public honor, 
deck it in fine raiment, support its 
apparent dignity-—-and then in the 
fastnesses of my solitude relegate it 
to servitude and abuse. And the 
whining n@eekness with which the 
thing accepts my treatment! And it 
will take the first oppertunity of 
shaming me! There is nothing more 
treacherous than the oppressed. 
That is the whole trouble with the 
irish question. Ireland has been op- 
pressing England for thirty years or 
more; Engiand has become lireiand’s 
conscience, and set up a perpetual! 
irritation. Bngland treats tireland 
just as my aggravating conscience 
treats me-——shows up its inconsisten- 
cies with whining satire. And Eng- 
like any cther trumpery con- 
science, backslides directly Ireland 
defies it. 


The question arises, therefore, 
should conectences remain op- 
pressed? Might they not, like the 


women, prove quite useful and com- 
petent if they were given the vote? 
Today my conscience has the upper 
hand for a brief spell, and [| feel 
like an anti-suffrage statesman who 
has been nazged into supporting 
woman's suffrage against all my 
early traditions. I have had to ad- 
mit thfat in the few instances where 
consciences have been given fair op- 
portunities, educated and given equal 
training and encouragement with as- 
sumed virtues, they have proven 
very capable and trustworthy. But 
I shan’t like it when mine enjoys 
recognized rights.

EBL CENTRO, July 10.—Und4er 
the direction of Chief Engineer C. 
K. Clarke of the’ Imperial trriga- 


rock were being assembled on the 


bank of the Colorado near Hanlon 
heading today, while the irrigation 
district officials were awaiting per- 
mission from the War Department 
to install a temporary weir to raise 
the level of the river for the next 
few weeks. The purpose of the weir, 
which is intended to assure plenty 
of water for Imperia! Valley's half- 
million acres of crops, is expected 
to be considered sufficiently inipor- 
tant for the War Department to or- 
der its construction at once. 

Whether the weir is to be installed 
close to the old one was a ques- 
tion that had not been positively de- 
cided, according to official announce- 
ment. Some difficulty has been ex- 
Perienced in the last few days in di- 
verting the proper amount of water 
into the new Rockwood intake be- 
cause of the presence of a_ great 
volume of driftwood and gravel. The 
river discharge today at Yuma was 
close to 50,000 cubfe second feet, 
and this flood has been carrying a 
heavy load of debris that required 
many workers tn the vicinity of the 
intake to remove. 

At the meeting of the district 
board of directors this week it was 
decided to prorate the water deliv- 
ered to the mutual water companies 
in the event of a possible shortage 
On the basis of assessed valuation 
of farm lands, the acreage under 
cultivation and. the amount of the 
water bills for the six months end- 
ing July 1. The law has heretofore 
required a prorating on the basis 
uf assessed valuation, but by mutual 
consent of the water companies in- 
terested, the new plan has been con- 
sidered fairer in many respects.

RIVERSIDE, July 10. — Salary 
end wage increases aggregating $500 
per month, or $6000 for the year, 


Were decided upon last night by the 
Board of Public Utilities for the 
employees of the electric light and 
water departments, the action taken 
being described as a war emergncy 
measure. ° 

A unique method was employed in 
arriving at the increases, in which 
forty-one employees participate. 
Only a few individual raises were 
allowed, but the superintendents and 
City Auditor recommended that the 
monthly pay roll of $4000 be in- 
creased 10 per cent. and that this in- 
crease be divided equally among the 
employees. 

In approving the re 
the board added $10 per month to 
the pay of each employee for the 
current year. The pay roll as modi- 
fied ranges from $75, received by 
some of the girls tn the accounting 
department, to $175, paid to the su- 
perintendents. 

The increased wages being paid 
te wiremen, linemen, plumbers and 
other classes of employees outside 
made the increases adopted neces- 
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sary in order to retain men in their 
positions. 

It is expected that the action of 
the board will result in demands be- 
ing made on the City Council] for 
further increases in wages during 
the current month, when the budget 
for the new fiscal year will be con- 
sidered.

Thirty Days Hence. 


Wineries to Quit-Working m 
Seventeen Months. 


Sweeping Ordinance Passed | 
by the Supervisors. 


Los Angeles county outside of in- 
corporated cities will be bone-dry 
thirty days hence, but wineries mry 
manufacture and sell wine outside 
of the district affected by the ordi- 
nance, which was adopted by the 
Supervisors yesterday, until Janu- 
ary 1, 1920. After that date they 
may dispose of the manufactured 
product on hand. So reads the new 
ordinance. 

The wet and dry forces amicably 
agreed on the date at which the 
wineries shall stop making wire. 
Dr. 8. T. Montgomery represented 
the dry interest. Former United 
States Senator Frank P. Flint ap- 
peared in behalf of the winery men 
and grape growers. Mr. Flint 
stated that the wineries did not op- 
pose the passage of the ordinance. 
They desired to have ampte time to 
close out their business without a 
loss. 

Dr. Montgomery said that the 
government needs jams for the sol- 
diers and sailors and that . wine 
grapes are worth $17 a ton for the 
manufacture of jams. He declared 
he is positive that the entire nation 
will be dry before the war ends.
